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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-6, 10-12 and 31-32 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a plasma etching apparatus comprising a chuck 
adapted to retain a substrate thereover and hardware that is formed of a material that 
includes oxygen impregnated thereon such that said oxygen is released when an 
etching operation is capable of being released when an etching operation is carried out, 
wherein said hardware comprises a focus ring capable of being maintained at a 
temperature at less than a temperature of said substrate while an etching operation is 
carried out upon said substrate, and only a single portion of said focus ring extending 
inwardly past a peripheral edge of said chuck, said single portion extending 
substantially continuously directly underneath a peripheral portion of said chuck that is 
capable of extending directly underneath a peripheral portion of said substrate. Further, 
no other prior art was located that taught or fairly suggested the claimed invention in 
whole, or in part along with the requisite motivation(s).
